The future of the Maple 
Acre library branch in 
Fenwick may well depend on 
a town-wide needs study of 
public library services. 

For the past few years, the 
Pelham public library board 
has informally talked about 
a new Maple Acre library to 
replace the current small 
branch library in a converted 
fire station. 

In September 2008, coun¬ 
cil set up the Maple Acre 
replacement committee to 
determine the need for a new 
library, its size and appropri¬ 
ate location. 

In a report to town coun¬ 
cil’s general committee in 
July, the replacement com¬ 
mittee said Maple Acre is 
"antiquated, inaccessible and 
too costly to refurbish to meet 
today’s standards of service.” 

The size of a new library 
could vary from 2,500 square 
feet to 4,200,if a community 
room were added. 

A stand-alone build¬ 
ing seems the best option if 
a new one is built, possibly 
on the former site of Pelham 
Fire Station No. 2. Firefighters 
now operate out of the new 


fire station on Welland Rd., 
the committee said. 

It made two recommenda¬ 
tions that were accepted by 
the general committee and 
passed on to the next town 
council meeting scheduled 
for on this Monday. 

The first recommendation 
calls for a needs analysis. 

The study would include 
current usage of the branch. 
It would look at demand for 
library services in Fenwick 
and throughout Pelham. 

The study would estimate 
future potential demands. 

Subdivisions are planned 
for the area between Balfour 
St. and Cream St. east of 
Fenwick. If they go ahead, the 
new homes could add 1,000 
people to Fenwick. That in 
turn would affect local library 
branch use. 

Similarly, a secondary 
zoning plan is now in the 
works for new subdivisions 
extending along Rice Rd. 
between Regional Rd. 20 and 
Merritt Rd. east of Fonthill. 

The new neighbourhoods 
could eventually add 5,000 
people to the town and again 
affect library services at the 
Fonthill branch of the Pelham 
Public Library as well as 
bump usage demand to the 


Fenwick branch. 

The study would at not only 
look at required services but 
services that could increase 
library usage. 


And the study would inves¬ 
tigate the willingness of the 
community to support library 
services. 

The replacement com¬ 


mittee said the study should 
“engage the public in the 
service area through public 
meetings, surveys etc.” 

After the needs analy¬ 


sis study is complete, the 
replacement committee 
would look at the next steps.

It also recommended the 
town’s planning department 
take over the chore of deter¬ 
mining the future use of the 
current Maple Acre building 
and site, if it is replaced. 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary 
Accursi, who chairs the 
replacement committee, 
said he would like to see the 
needs study move forward as 
soon as possible. 

“I think we need to clarify 
just what the needs of the 
principal user groups would 
be both at present and in the 

Accursi said Maple Acre 
represents a small portion of 
the collection use. 

“We need to know why this 
low usage exists and if a new 
facility was built would that 
usage increase significantly 
and justify not only the capi¬ 
tal costs but also the ongoing 
operating costs." 

Currently, the Fenwick 
branch has limited hours of 
1 p.m. to 7 p.m. Monday to 
Thursday, 1 p.m. to 6 p.m. 
Friday and 10 a.m. to 2 p.m. 
Saturday. 

Accursi said he would 
expect a new facility would 
operate full-time, six days 
per week. 

"We need to identify the 
types of services that the 
community would also like 
to see the library offer.” 

Part of the overall discus¬ 
sion must be to look at over¬ 
all town usage and the future 
role of the library in Pelham, 
he said.

O’Reilly’s Bridge takes on new look

PELHAM — The new 
O’Reilly’s Bridge received a 
cosmetic makeover during a 
two-week closure in July. 

Painters put shades of brown 
on the sides and interior of the 
stone bridge. 

The decorative features are 
intended to reflect the histori¬ 
cal nature of the bridge, said 
Jason Marr, senior transporta¬ 
tion project engineer with the 
Niagara Region. 

They match a similar colour 

near the westside of the bridge. 

The stone and steel-frame 
monument outlines the history 
of the Welland River crossing 
linking Pelham and Wainfleet 
near the Niagara Central 
Airport 

The current bridge is the 
fifth. In 2010, it replaced a 
steel frame bridge that crossed 
the river for 109 years. Before 
that there were two wooden 
bridges (1840s and 1869) and 
a steel bridge built in 1885. 

Marr oversees the more than 


project that has been carried 
out by Brennan Paving Ltd. of 
the Miller Group, McCormick 
Rankin Corp. and Ellis 
Engineering. 

The steel bridge was closed 
for almost two years because of 
safety reasons before replace¬ 
ment work began. Local driv¬ 
ers and farm operators had 
to use crossings at Webber 
Rd. and Beckett’s Bridge at 
Regional Rd. 24. It added five 
kilometres to their travels. 

The replacement work 
began with a spectacular crane 
lift. It took the old 40-tonne 
steel bridge structure off its 
moorings and put it on the 
river bank. 

Crews dismantled the frame, 
built in the early 1900s. Part of 
it went into the monument on 
the Pelham side of the river. 

Marr said the decorative 
painting was design to blend 
with the surrounding land¬ 
scape as well as highlight the

However, the project isn’t 
finished yet. 

The intersection of 
Effingham St. and River Rd., 
east of the bridge on the 
Pelham side, is to be rede¬ 
signed and restructured along 
with the approach on River Rd. 
to O’Reilly's. 

Marr said that work could 
be done this fall depending on 
when engineering designs are 
complete. 

The bridge is named after 
John O’Reilly who had a 
nearby farm in Wainfleet and 
served as the township's clerk, 
councillor and reeve between 
1833 and 1877. 

The bridge not only links 
the town and township it’s 
an access to the airport E. C. 
Brown Conservation Area, 
which is beside it in Pelham.

Public libraries give 
everyone access 


\/\l hen Pelham becomes involved 
V V in a review of library services 
this fall, it must remember why we have 
public libraries. 

They provide access to knowledge for 
everyone. 

Some people think public libraries are 
unnecessary because everything is on 
the Internet. 

They call libraries a disposable 
expense. It’s a seducing viewpoint in 


Pelham. 

Everyone is hooked up to the Internet, 
aren’t they? 

They aren’t. 

Only those who can afford a 
computer, or lap top, or cellphone and 
the various user plans are connected. 

Many seniors, unemployed, 
underemployed, students and children 
from low-income families do not have 
access to the Internet at home. 

They rely on public libraries to get 
online. It allows them to reach out for 
the knowledge they need to succeed. 

The economic viue of public libraries 
hasn't changed: just the technology. 

At one time, those who bought 
books thought public libraries were 
unnecessary. They assumed everyone 
could buy. They saw a public library as a 
waste of taxpayers money. 

Wiser people saw a public library 
as an inexpensive way to further 
knowledge among people in all income 

Among them was a ruthless super 
capitalist Andrew Carnegie. He read 
his way from poverty to riches. He then 
donated millions to assist municipalities 
in building public libraries so others 
could try to do the same.

Questions about property taxes 


O ver the last couple of 
months, a handful of 
residents have asked me questions 
about their property taxes. 

For example, a few people asked 
why their property taxes went up 
after I wrote in March to expect 
a 0.1% decrease for the average 
residential property. 

A few others were elated 
because their 2011 property 
taxes decreased - and decreased 
substantially - from 2010. 

Why these inconsistencies in 
the experience of different home- 
owners? Why did some specific 
property taxes go up while others 
specifically went down? 

You see, in March I wrote that 
“. .the average residential property 
value for 2011 is expected to 
be $272,000. If your home and 
property were assessed at that 
value, you would be paying an 
additional$ll or a total of $1,258 
on the Pelham portion of your 
property tax bill. This accounts for 
an increase of 0.9% for the average 
residential property in Pelham. 

“But, that’s only 34% of your 
tax bill; the Region makes up 49%

of the property taxes you pay 
in Pelham, while the Provincial 
educational portion is the 
remaining 17%.” 

For the average residential 
property, the Regional portion of 
your tax bill deceased by 1.0% and 
the Education portion increased 
an average of 0.3%. 

In March, I wrote "So, when 
you account for all these changes, 

I am pleased to let you know that 
the average residential property in 
Pelham (valued at $272,000) will 
see a total property tax decrease 
ofroughlyO.1%." Forthe average 
residential property, the combined 
propertytaxes paid in 2011 over 
2010 decreased by approximately 
$4. 

But, for clarity, that is only for 
an average residential property of 
$272,000 that increased an average 
of all increases in residential 


assessment For 2011, that average 
increase was 4.62%. 

But, what if the assessed value 
of your residential property 
increased more than the average? 
Or, what if the assessed value 
increased less than the average? 

Ifyour assessed value increases 
more than the average increase 
you will pay more than average. 
For example, if the assessed value 
of your home increased by 7% 
from 2010 to 2011, that's higher 
than the 4.6% average, and you 
would pay more, despite the 0.1% 
average decrease. 

By die same token, ifyour 
assessed value increases less than 
the average - say by only 3% - you 
will likely pay less tax. 

I hope that helps explain why 
the specific experience of property 
owners will likely be different that 
the average that we use to explain 
the effect of budget changes each

Death costs in Niagara Region 


ZA 11 families face the inevitable 
2 . Aissue of making decisions 
regarding the chosen method of 
funeral and burial for their loved 


In our modem world, many 
options are available to individuals 
to prearrange these plans to 
spare the family the difficult task 
of making decisions at a very 
emotional time. 

Niagara Regional Council 
had to deal with these issues 
on a grand scale during recent 
meetings due to a request from the 
Niagara District Funeral Service 
Association. It asked us to consider 



substantial increases to the current 
fee structure for funerals and 
burials amounting to as much as a 
69.5% increase. 

The Ontario Works Act directs 
the Region of Niagara to be 
responsible for the funerals 
and burials of social assistance 
recipients as well as for indigent 
individuals and unclaimed bodies. 


There are approximately 4,000 
deaths annually in Niagara with an 
average of225 individuals affected 
by the region’s policy. 

The Ministry of Community 
and Social Services recommends 
a maximum rate of $2,250 for 
funeral costs but municipalities 
have the ability to approve 
greater rates and, if eligible, that 
cost is shared with the province. 
However, it should be noted that 
the costs for indigent individuals 
and unclaimed bodies is 100% 
paid by local taxpayers with no 
provincial cost-sharing.

The current level of service 
in Niagara is $2,835 for a 
funeral preceded by a two-hour 
visitaUon; $1,080.18 for direct 
disposition through internment 
or cremation and $215 for the 
death of an infant or child. 
Those rates placed Niagara 
at position 20 out of 47 units 
across the province. 

One region decided to limit 
service to graveside visitation 
with an ability for families to 
increase the services provided 
at 75% of the cost While that 


option might have provided 
an ability to control costs, it 
seemed that Niagara politicians 
felt uncomfortable in limiting 
or directing the type of services 
provided. 

It was noted that the areas 
that provided higher payment 
for foneral services had 20% 
or less of a caseload than in 
Niagara so their actual dollar 
costs were not as significant. 

Following several meetings 
and discussions, the funeral 
association noted that there 
had been an earlier increase of 


5% for cost of living increases 
and noted that a hither 
increase of 8% would bring the 
costs up to their former level. 
The estimated net levy increase 
for the remainder of 2011 
would be $17,458. 

Regional Council agreed to 
that direction and noted that the 
annual cost of living adjustment 
might be a fair method of annual 
escalation moving forward. 

In addition, council agreed 
to discuss proposals by which 
families might be allowed to 


above the base funding model.

Niagara mosquitoes test positive for West Nile Virus 


PelhamNEWS Staff 
Niagara Region Public 
Health has confirmed mos¬ 
quitoes in Niagara have tested 
positive for West Nile Virus 
(WNV). These are the first 
positive mosquito results in 
Niagara this year. 


Although the mosquitoes 
were found only in Niagara 
Falls, all Niagara residents 
should take the necessary pre¬ 
cautions to prevent WNV 
To reduce the risk of being 
bitten by mosquitoes and 
potentially be exposed to 
WNV, residents are reminded 


• Wear long-sleeved shirts, 
long pants, socks and shoes 
when outdoors. 

• Whenever you use mos¬ 
quito repellent, apply a prod¬ 
uct containing DEET, and 
carefully read and follow the 
manufacturer’s directions. 


• The concentration of DEET 
should be no greater than 30 
per cent for adults, and no 
greater than 10 per cent for 
children. 

• Repellent containing DEET 
should not be used on chil¬ 
dren under six months of age. 
It should be applied to chil¬ 


dren between six months and 
two years of age only in situa¬ 
tions where there is a high risk 
of complications from insect 
bites, and then only once per 
day. Those children two to 12 
years of age should not apply 
DEET more than three times 
per day. 


• Drain any areas of stand¬ 
ing or stagnant water on your 
property on a regular basis, 
including bird baths, old tires, 
pails, toys and wheelbarrows. 

• Make sure all windows 
and doors in your home 
have screens that are in good 
condition.

Students’ lives changed

WELLAND — A smile helped 
highschoolers in Niagara realize 
they had what it took to change 

Lauren Beaudoin, 17, a Grade 
12 student at Welland Centennial 
Secondary School, and Evan 
Elliott, 17, a Grade 12 student 
at E.L. Crossley Secondary 
School, were among nine stu¬ 
dents selected to become part of 
District School Board of Niagara 
International’s Habitat for 
Humanity build in Vietnam. 

"I felt like (I wasn’t doing 
enough) at the beginning, but 
you come to realize the sense of 
community and I think this will 
affect everybody,” Beaudoin said. 
"We couldn’t really speak their 
language, but the hand gestures 
and their touch and just to see 
them smile was enough.” 

The students flew out of 
Toronto on July 20 and came 
back on July 30 different people 
who may understand a little more 
about the struggle many people 
face in their daily lives. 

“I just see the world differ¬ 
ently,” Elliott said. 

“The family we built the house 
for lives off $1.50 a day. Here, you 
can’t even buy a coffee for that. 
I just look a things and think, 


‘Wow, do I really need that?'” he 
said. 

The students landed in Ho 
Chi Mirth City and travelled two 
hours to a small village called 
Cho Gau in Tien Giang prov¬ 
ince. The village and Habitat for 
Humanity workers greeted them 
with a banner welcoming them 
to the village. 

Both students said the commu¬ 
nity was close knit and it warmed 
their hearts to see the locals help 
each other and them. 

The locals were also very inter¬ 
ested in Beaudoin’s red hair. She 
said it was as if they had never 
seen it before. 

"When we were at the school, 
I bent down to take a photo with 
the kids and they would touch 
my hair, as if they were trying to 
make sure it was real,” she said. 
“Ladies walking down the street 
would come up and touch me 
and say, ‘Oh, so beautiful.’ That 
would never happen here,” she 

On the group’s second last day 
in Vietnam the students visited 
Tinh Nghiem, an orphanage and 
school for underprivileged chil¬ 
dren. They brought teddy bears 
for the children and a monetary 
donation for the school. 

Each student was responsible 
for fundraising $3,300, all their 
fees and a donation to Habitat for

Humanity. Beaudoin held a car 
wash and sold chocolate, candy 
and pop at school, and sold logos 
for her T-shirt among other things. 
Elliott held a bottle drive and took 
donations from his mother’s 
dance school, Ballet Etc. 

Beaudoin and Elliott said the 
staff cried when they came and 
the children dressed up especially 
for their visit and sang to them. 
What struck both students the 
most was the unity in the com¬ 
munity — neither had ever seen 
such solidarity and willingness to 
help with any problem.
